Peking, May 27.— The United stato8 
legatOD guard has had its first trou- 
bl*. Lacatlon street Is being repaired 
near tlie legation aad an American 

sentry was rlaced at the point witli 
orders to dlioct people around by u 
aide street. 

Everybody obeyed the request with 
the •zception of the Oermans. both 
offlcera and soldiers, who have caused 
the American sentries diuch trouble. 
One of the German officers drew his 
sword and charged an American sol- 
dle^;, who brought his bayonet to 
"charfa," ifberenpon the offlcer .de- 
alatdd. SubiequeBtly a Oermaa sol- 
dtor charK^d past the sentry, who 
fired, hitting aiiiithcT German soliiier 
near the German legation, a quarte r 
of a mile off. This fortunately was 
onlr a licbt flesh wound. The sentry 
has been placed under arrest, and 
Major Robertson has instituted an in- 
vesiination. The attitude of D;-. 
Mumm VoQ Schwartzenstein, German 
. Bhhlster, representing the civilians, 
and Count Von Waldersee, represent- 
ing the military, as well as that of 
other high officials, has been pnrtle'i- 
larly friendly toward the Americans, 
which makes all the more pronounced 
the unfriendly feeling evinced by a 
majority of the Qerman officers and 
men. This unfriendliness Is attrib- 
uted to the American attitude in re 
talning control with the legation 
guard of the entrance to the Forbidden 
City, which the Oermans consider a 
reflection upon thalr national honesty. 
At the meeting of the ministers of 
the powers d< tails of business inde- 
pendent of the indemnity queotlon 
were considered, although the mili- 
tary authorities of the varloua powers 
seem to consider a settlement In 
Eight, as general lueiinrntidiis aie b. 
ing made for the evacuation o£ Peliiu^ 
In the early future. 

Two German marine battalions have 
left for Tsing-Tau, and British trans- 
ports have been ordered. Count Von 
Waldersee expects to leave about tbe 
middle of June. 

Emperor Kwang 8u has instructed 
agents to prepare tha palaeaa for oc- 
cupation by the court ao aoon as the 
troops depart.

London, May 27.- The war office re- 
ceived the following dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener, dated Pretoria, May 
26: "A superior, force of Boers made 
a determined attack on a convoy be- 
tween Ventersdorp and Petchefstrom, 
but was driven off. Our loss waa four 
kilted and 30 wousdad. Tha convoy 
arrived in safety."

— "We trust In 
Scottish pride to rise in Its wrath 
agalnat thla Invaalon of the almighty 
dollar," s4ya the Review of the Week 
commenting on Andrew Carnegie's 
munificence to Scotland's unl versltb'S. 
"Many of the oldest and best families 
in Scotland." contlnuea tha periodical, 
"send thalr aons to Scottish universi- 
ties, where they pay the fees like the 
sons of their humble neighbors, neith- 
er more nor less. Imagine the duke of 
Hamilton, Cameron of Lochiel or Mc- 
Dosald^of the isles allowing their heir 
to get 'education at the cost of the 
American Ironmonger. We shall next 
bear of some Chicago pork packer pro- 
posing to buy up Oxford and Cam- 
bridge." 

Naval Station in Hawaii. 

Washini;ti)n, May 27. — The naval 
board having charge of the location 
of a naval station on Pearl harbor, 
Hawaii, has completed its work. The 
board adheres to the view that Pearl 
is the only harbor in the Hawaiian 
group capable of complete naval de- 
fense. It is only five miles from Hon- 
olulu. Much of the surrounding land 
has been ocrupied for commercial 
purposes. The board proposes to leave 
tbia ahore land for commercial pur- 
poses, and If possible to locate the na 
val station on large Islands lying in 
the middle of the harbor. The im- 
provement of the harbor contemplates 
a deep water channel acroaa tha ooral 
bat at the entrance, and heavy tetter- 
lea on each 8|de of the entrance. 

Sara on American Girls. 
Brussels, May 27. — Mme. Bernhardt, 
in the course of an Intanriaw at the 

Theater Royal de la Monnaie, where 
she is playing, strongly praised th( 
American system of educating girln 
as compared with the continental sys 
tern. "I have found tha kmerlcan 
woman much superior to our women," 
said the actress. "She lives a differ 
ent life, a life of which the French pen 
pie have no idea. In America husband 
and wife lead an absolutely special 
and aeparate existence. The woman 
la Intellectual in the broadeat aense of 
tha word and the huaband works for 
her. The American girl is elegant 
and pretty. She marries as late as 
possible, which is explained by the 
fact that she enjoys absolute liberty.' 

Fraud Charged. 
Montreal, May 27. — Detective 
O'Keefe and Mahon have arrested at 
Hamilton, Ont, Dan MacLeod, the 
wrestler, and Manager Perry on 
charge of conspiracy and fraud in al 
leged swindling of a man nainrd 
Tliompson out of $2,0.50 In the reci nt 
wrestling match here between Mac 
Leod and Pona, the French champion. 
Thompson allegea that ha gave the 
money to Perry to bet on Pons, who 
lost the match, but since claims to 
have evidence that Perry did not bet 
a cent, and also that he lived the 
match to make It appear that Pons 
had reall y lost

Louisville, May 27. — As a result of 
Frlay night's brawl after the Hart- 
Creedon flght, in which Dava Sullivan 
of New York was knocked down by 
Dave Husbands and the police had to 
quell a K'cneral mixup.

ASSEMBLY MAY ADJOUtN TNIItSOAY. 



After thp ('i'(mIiiI (^iiPiitlon In Out of 
the Way th<9 I'roponfd Judl- 
elai Commtaslon Will 
Claim Atteatlea. 



Philadelphia, May 27.— Tha debate 
on the revlsioir ot the eonfesalon of 

faith, which took up the whole of 
three days last week, was resumed 
today, and it is believed some definite 
action will have been taken before 
tha assembly adjouma for the day. 
Much comment has been made by the 
:;ommi8sioner8 over tlie high charac- 
ter of the debate as far as it has gone. 
There haa been a total absence of 
harsh feeling. 

When the assembly reconvened the 
luestion for consideration was. "Shall 
•he majority reixut b(? adopted in its 
entirety?" This report, briefly stattd. 
recommended tha appointment of a 
sommittee to prepay a brief ^sum- 
mary of the reformed faith, bearing the 
«nme relation to the confession which 
the shorter cat< chism l)tais to the 
larger catechism and formed on tin* 
general model of the consensus creed 
prepared for the aaaembly ot 1892, or 
^e "articles of faith" of the Piesby 
terlan church of England. The repci t 
also recommended that this commit- 
tee prepare amendments to several 
chapters of the confession, e^her by 
modification of the text or by declara- 
tory statement, or as more clearly to 
express tlie mind of tlie church. The 
motions to dismiss the whole matter 
and to strike out the recommendation 
in the majority report for a brief sum 
mary havinsr been defeated, the con- 
test narrowed dnwn to a .-.truggle be- 
tween the advix iiies of a new creed 
and those who desire only a moderate 
revision of the confession. 

It la not likely that the assembly 
win adjourn before Thursday. The 
Rev. Dr. W. >H. Roberts, the stated 
clerk, gave out thi' information that 
there will be two days' work before 
the assembly after tbe revision ques- 
tion is out of the way. After tha proa- 
ent matter la disposed of the proposi- 
tion of the aatablishment of a jndlci il 
coinmlssfon will hold the attention of 
the asseintily. Liii^s are sharply 
drawn on this matter and it may de 
lay BOOMWhat tha final adjournment. 
Quite a number of commlaaioners 
have returned to their homes. 

Commissioners to the general as- 
sembly again supplied nearly all of 
the Presbyterian pulpits and those of 
several other denominations in this 
city Sunday. Many persons took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to hear 
the men whose eloyuenee dui'ing the 
past week held the atteniiun .if thou- 
sands in Calvary church Id the dis- 
cussion upon the question of revision 
of the confession of faith. The leaders 
of the several parties that have bat- 
tit d for sujiremacy were lii ard in the 
pniniinent churches. .Moderator Min- 
ion delivered two sermons, one In the 
morning at Nortbmlnster church and 
the other la tha. evening at Ollvut 
church. 



Civil Service In Hawaii. 

Washington, May 27.— Chief Exam 
iner A. R. Servon of the civil service 
coninilsHion left here via New York 
for Honolulu, where he and Civil Serv- 
ice Commissioner Roenberg, who will 
Join him en route to Kansas City, will 
look Into the civil service In Hawaii. 
They expect to sail from San Fran- 
cisco June (,, reaching Honolulu about 
June 14. and during the following two 
weeks an opportunity will ba given 
ciUtens of the United BUtea residing 
in Hawaii to be examined for a num- 
ber of positions in the classified serv 
ice there and in Washington. Hawaii 
is entitled to 15 appointments in the 
apportioned departmental aarvlce in 
Washington and five in the appor- 
tioned government printing office, A 
num^r of other offices are to be fliled. 

Tillman vs. McLaurln. 

Columbia, S. C. May 27.— -As a re- 
sult of their Joint del)ate at (Jafln. y. 
Senators Tillman and .McLaurlu have 
agreed to resign and go before the 
people In a conteat for reflection 
The governor Is not to appoint a sue 
cesser to either during the Intf^rlm 
Tillman was reiurneii to the senate a 
year ago and he is opposing the re- 
turn of McLaurln. In the heat of the 
debate at Oaffney Senator Tillman 
aald. "If you elect McLaurin I will 
tSka it as notice that you do imt w.uit 
me, for if he Is a Democrat I am not." 
Tillman challenged .McLaurin to re 
sign and make a campaign before the 
paoplf, and McLaurin scc<*pted.

— Electric cars 
racing for a switch while runing In 
oppoalta directions at the rate of 40 
miles aa hour eoat five lives by a ter- 
rific colliBion in v hi< h over 4i> pmnil- 
nent people were injure, some fatally 
and olu.^rs seriously. 

The scene of the accident was a 
point about two miles out of Qroen- 
buah, on the line of the Albany and 
Hudson railway. The point where 
the cars met on the sincle track was 
at a sharp curve, and so fast we<-e 
both running, and so sudden was the 
collision, that the motorman had no 
time to put on the brakes before Um- 
Bouthbound car had gone almost 
through the northbound car and hung 
on the edge of a high bluff^ with its 
load of shrieking, maimed humanity 
One motorman was pinioned up 
against the smashed front of the 
southbound car, both legs severed and 
killed instantly, while the other mo- 
torman lived but a few minutes. 

Fully 120 men. women and childran 
formed a atruggllng, shrieking pyia- 
mid, mixed with blood, detached por- 
tions of human bodlaa and tha wreck- 
age of the car.

stand witli any chance of success. 
Strikes will probably be ordered at 
some of the latter class of places 
should the union offlcials deem It 
practicable to tak«> such action.
